Church 3 all endowed with an equal 
Authority, as S. Cyprian exprelleth it, of 
honour and power, which beats down 
the Rampire of defence, and ſhews the 
Fortreſs of folly of the Romaniſts in 
their new erected Fort, 1n challenging 
a Scepter of Supremacy , and condemns 
the arrogant Uſurpation of the See of 
Rome, who will be «XAoTezormongrOc, 
a Biſhop in another mans Dioceſe, and 
io appropriating that to himſelf, which 
is common to him, ſaith a Reverend Pre- 
late, with all the Biſhops of Chriſten- 
dom, 

(2.) As to the Order of Prieſthood, 
there is no Supremacy of power to one 
above another in the Colledge of the 
Apoſtles, becauſe they could all equally 
conſecrate the Body and Blood of Chriſt. 
And the greateſt favours to lapſed Man- 
kind are the Sacraments, where the vilt- 
ble corporeal Elements are the means by 
Faith to convey unto us ſpiritual Graces 3 
nay,the whole Treaſure of Chriſts Merits,

but the Prologue of Glory. In the Di- 
vine Myſteries there is no Superiority as

to all Provinces, for the more commosy

Biſhop H4f/ in his 
Trad of Rome, ſets down 300 differences of Opinions , maintained in 
the Popiſh Church , recited by Be//armine himſelf, the Arch-pillar of 
the Roman Synagogue. The many Schiſms in the Church of Rojve may 
be eafily conjeured, when there were ſeveral Popes at the ſame time, 
one fought againft another, and the greateſt Conquerour wore the Tri- 
ple Crown. The people were wofully divided, and many thouſands bf 
Chriſtians were ſlain in thoſe bloody Bartels berween Pope Urban and 
Pope Clement. This Schiſm continued almolt fifry years, one reſident 
at Rome , another ar Avignon. The want of concord and tiniry 'in the 
See of Rome is alſo demonſtrable mn their cruel Wars berween the Popes 
and Emperours, called Bellum Pontificum ; whereby all Eyrope at one 
time or another has been divided by Feuds and Fa&ions. And the 
Popes not only thundred out their Excommunications againſt the Em- 
perours , bur alſo perſwading their own Subjeds to levy War againſt 
them, as if Chriſt had ordained his Sacraments , not to be Seals of 
Grace, and helps of our Faith, bur hooks to carch-Kingdoms, and rods 
to ſcourge ſuch Potentates as would nor, or could not procure the Popes 
favour, and conſcquently has embroiled the Chriſtian World in diſcord 
arid diſſention , in great and cruel Wars. Ir is a thatikleſs work in the 
ſight of God to improve his Worſhip by the dint of the Sword, and to 
found his Church, as Romulzzs did'Rome, in blood. No ſuch Sacrifices, 
no ſuch Ambages of cruelty can be acceptable to the God of mercy and 
Prince of peace and pity. The bitter contention and envy of one Po 

to another, ſpeaks their privation or want of unity, one difannulling all 
the Ads of another, as Pope Step-en VI. abrogared all the Decrees of 
his Predeceſſor Formoſius,and ſo of many others. The like appears in their 
Councils, conrradifing one another ; the Council of Baſzl decreed for 
the Council againſt the Pope, and the Council of Lateran under Leo X. 
decreed for the Pope againſt the Council. The Council of Toledo did 
prohibit the Worſhip of Images the ſecond Council of Nice commands 
ir. And fo our 'Adverſacics of Kome, who boalt of intice Unity, :may ſce 
their own vanity.

Religion is the moſt effeQual in- 
ſtrument to reform mens lives, and brin 
them into an hatred of their vices, which 
all Moraliſts, eſpecially the Pythagorears, 
after all their induſtry , deſpaired of. 
What Reports Diogenes Laertizs, and 
Valerius Maximus make of Polemxs , the 
Convert of Zero, are but mean and low 
things, if compared with the As and 
glorious Succeſs of Chriſtianity 3 whoſe 
virtue and influence upon mens Conſci- - 
ences, inables them to ſubdue Self, over- 
come their Vices , check the impetuous 
force of their Paſhions, and withſtand 
their own carnal and ſenſual Inclinations, 
the greateſt and moſt noble Conqueſt. 

- As the Luſtre of Chriſtianity was thus 
bright and glorious in the Primitive 
Conſtitution 3 ſo was the honour of its 
Profeſſors, that they were of ſuch piety 
and integrity , that their Adverlſaries 
confeſſed, that their Religion was their 
only ruine, 

Let us therefore be ſo ſtedfaſt in our 
Religion, unſhaken in our Faith, ſo con- 
ſtant in our Devotion, and holy and un# 
ſpotted in our Lives, that Wi/dow may 
be juſtified not only of her Children , but 
Enemies alſo ; which lays the greateſt 
obliga- 
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obligation on us to live the moſt holy 

and religious life towards . God : For 

were we more holy and righteous in our 

ways, and did we walk in newneſs of life, 

we ſhould more convince the World 

of the Truth of our Religion.
